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Sir: 

In response to the Office Action mailed August 10, 2006, the Applicants 
respond to the Restriction Requirement by electing the species of Figure 2, and further, 
the invention of Figure 4. At least claims 1-5, 7-10, 14 and 16-21 are readable 
thereon. 

Applicants further note that Fig. 3 only illustrates a typical evaporation leak 
diagnostic process sequence over which the present invention is an improvement. 

Moreover, Fig. 6 is a timing diagram illustrating the influence of evaporation 
which may cause a diagnosis error when there is no leak. Fig. 7 is also a timing 
diagram illustrating the influence of a canister charge amount which may cause a 
diagnosis error when there is no leak. 

Finally it is noted that Fig. 8 does not relate to Fig. 2 but rather to Fig. 9 in that, 
like Fig. 9 the embodiment utilizes the air pump 146 located in the fuel tank 108 to 
pressurize the evaporation purge system. This is the opposite of the embodiment 



shown in Fig. 2 wherein the air pump 146 is used to depressurized the evaporation 
purge system.
